Souls, and hath all rhe breath of Mankind, &c. in his Hand, his 
Power, how can any one of them be forgotten, when the Sparrows 
are not, who ſees and knows with his All-ſeeing Eye 2? Certainly 
not one of them ſhall fall ro the ground without the Will of the 
Father, who hath all in his Hand, to wit, his Power, 

And God has appointed Chrift his Son to uphold all thmgs, by 
whom he made the World, who is the brightneſs of hs Glory,and 
the expreſs Image of hs ſubſtance, and npholds all things by the 2word 
of his Power, So he,by whom all things were made, is Heir of all 
things ; and he upholding all things with the word of his Power, 
there is no Change or Fall of any thing without his Will and 
Word of his Power : and therefore every Man and Womans Faith 
muſt be in Chriſt, in the Son of God,the Second Adam, the Lord 
from Heaven, by whom all things were made. 

For Chriſt fairh ro the Fews, Ne are from beneath, and I am from 
ab ove ; Ye are of this World, and I am mot of this World.

And ſuch as die tn their St1g,do not believe 
in him, who would redeem rhem out'of Six, who: bruiſes the Ser- 
pents head, and deſtroys the Devil and his Works, and-reconciles 
to God all things in one, both things in Heaven, and' things 1n 
Earth, and is a Mediator berwixt God andVan, he that is _

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above, and is not of the World. And they which do not believe 
in Chriſt, that die in their Din, chey cannot ſleep in Chriſt,when 
they put off their Earthly Tabernacle, nor die in the Lord, For 
Bleſſed are the dead which die in the Lord, &c. The Spirit ſaith, that 
they reft from their labours, and their works dofollow them. | 
Now Chriſt hath taught you, how to believe, and what to be- 
leve in , he faith, While you bawerthe Light, believe in. the Light, 
that ye may become the Children of the Light. And Fohs in his 1ft 
Chapter tells you what this Light is, who ſaith, The Light is the 
Life in Chriſt, the Word, by hich all things were made and created, 
which enlightneth every Man that cometh imto the Werld. Now all. 


Mankind being enlightned with the Light, which is the El n- 


Chriſt, the Ford ( who is Heir of all things,and upholds atffhings 
by his word and power, by whom all things were made ) You- 
that believe in his Light which 1s the Life in him, that is from a- 
bove, and not of this world, You become Children of the Light,. 
and not of the World, and are borz of God, and do pabs from the- 


Death to life in Chriſt Jeſus; and fo are grafted in him your Life- 


and Foundation, and built _ him your Rock: and fo Chriſt 
your Root bears you. Such die in the Lord when thy put offcheir 
Earthly 'Fabernacle, ſuch ſleep in Jeſus, as the Apoſtle faith. 

And the Apoſtle faith, For 298 know, that if our Earthly 
Houſe of this Thbernacle were diſſolved, we have a building of God, 
an houſe nut made with hands, Eternal in the Heavens. So this the 
true Chriſtians were ſure of, while they were in their Earthly Ta- 
bernacles. For in this we groan earneſtly, deſiring to be clothed upon 


with our Honſe, which # from Heaven, if ſo be that 2ve being clo-- 


thed, 2we ſhall not be found naked. For we that are in this Taberna- 


ck, do groan, being burthened, not for that 2we would be unclothed; 
but clothed upon, that mortality might be ſwallowed up with Life.

This is the mind of all the Believersin the Light, the- Life in-

And Chriſt faith, Every one that doth Evil, hattth the Light, 
neither cometh be to rhe Light, leſt his Deeds ſhould be'reproved. So 
they that do, Evil, and hate the Lygbt, will not come to the Light 
by which their Deeds are made manifeſt and reproved ; and there- 
fore ſuch will not come to the Light, Which is the Life in Chriſt, 
and this Lsght 18 their Condemnation, that do Evil, 2nd hate it, 
and will not come to tt to have their evil Deeds made manifeſt, 
and be reproved by it, as before. 

So they that do hate the Light, and will not have their evil 
Deeds reproved, and love the Darkneſs more than the Lighr, th 
love the Dew, the power of Darkneſs,more than God and Chriſt, 
who comes to deſtroy the Devil, and his Works, and bruiſe the 
Serpents head. But he that doth Truth cometh to the Light, that his 
Deeds may be made manifeſt, that they are wrought in God. 

Now this Heavenly Divine Light, which is the Life in Chrift 
rhe I/ord, who is trom above, is the Light by which: all-Men ſee, 
in whom their Deeds have been, and are wrought; ſo that Chriſt 
might very well ſay, If .you do not believe that I am be (the Hon 
of God) ye ſhall dre im your Sims. For how can ſuch, that do nor 
believe inthe Light, the Lite in Chriſt,dic in the Lord, or ſleep 
in Chriſt Jeſus ? how can they die otherwiſe but in their Sins, ( as 
Chriſt faith ) and are condemned, and the Wrath of God abides 
upon them. And they that beheve in the Light, which is the Life 
in Chriſt, are grafted into him, and have Eternal Life : ſuch are 
they that paſs from Death to Life, and overcome the world, and 
ſhall not come into Condemnation. For Chriſt ſaith, Verily, verily 
I ſay unto you, he that beareth my word, and believeth on him, that 
fent me; hath everlaſting Life, and ſhall not come into Condemmation, 
but is paſt from Death unto Life. For werily T ſay wnto you, the hour 
oommg , ard ROWis ( mark Now is, ) when the Dead ſhall hear 


' the Voice of theSon of God, | and 'they that hear, ſball Irve. And 


they that will not hear, but love Darkneſs rather than Light, and 
will not come to the Lzpbr,nor believe in-the Light,that they may 
beconle Children of the Light, how,can they but die in tycir 
Sivs, and pcriſh.in theirBam-lapings — 
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And the Lord faith im Ezek. I have no pleaſure at all that the 
Wicked ſhould die; again, I have no pleaſure in the death of him that 
dieth, ſaith the Lord God, wherefore turn your ſelves, and live ye. 
Now when the Wicked de in their wickedneſs, they go from the 
Spirit of in themſe!ves, and fo from God : and therefore the 
Lord God would have them turn again by his Spirit ro him, who 
made them, and gives them breath and life, that they may nor 
dic in their Sing. And they that are led by the Spirit of God, 
which are the Children of the Lord, fuchdie ia tyze Tozd, and 
fleep in Jefug. In fuck God, who is a Spirit, has pleaſure with 
them im his Spirit, that live and walk in his Spirit, and die in the 
Lord. But he has no pleaſure in them that hate the Light, the 
Life in Chriſt, whom he ſent to enlighten them,and rebel againſt 
his Spirit, and ſo againſt God who gave it them, ſuch die in their 
Sins, and periſh in their Gain-ſayings; in ſuch God, who is a 
Spirit, has no pleaſure. "Thoſe that rebel againſt his Spirit, rebel 
againſt him ; for his pleaſure is with them, while they live and 
walk in his Spirit, and his Light, and Truth and Grace.

And again ; When Chaiſt 
was crucificd at the time of the Patſover which you 
call Eaſter (which is a good while atter Chriſtmas) it wag 
coid wcather ; fo2 Peter warm'd himlelt by the Fire, 
when the Eigh-Pricſts were examining of Ch:1lt. 

Now here you ſce the Son of God, and Lord of Glory what en- 
rertainment he had at his Birth amongſt them that were in the 
Pomp of the world. He that ſaid ; He was from above, his Cradle 
was a Manger. You know a Maxger is in the Stable, where ye 
ye feed your Horſes in. And who were Maries and Chriſts Vitt- 
rers, but the Country- Shepherds that watched theirFlocks by night; 
there is no talk of Scribes, High-Prieſts, or Phariſees. So ſee what 
entertainment the Lord ot Lite found, at his coming into the 
World without the Pop of the World, wrapt in Swad!mg-Clothes; 
A Manger inſtead of a Cradle. O! the proud and lofty ones might 
ſay, Thas place was good enough; There was no Room within for a 
Carpenters Wife, and her Son, the Inn-keepers cculd find no ream for 
CEriſt the Sawvicur and Mary. 

And what could the poor Country Shepherds preſent to him, thae 
watched all night the Sheep ? Bur ſuch God made Inſtruments to 
come to viſit Chriſt the Lord and Saviour, yea, and declare him a- 
broad. And did not the Jews in a defpiling way ſay. Is not this the 
Carpenters Son ? Is not bis Mother called Z1ary? and in Mark, did 
not the Jews deride him, and fay, Is not this the Carpenter the Son 
of Mary ? Sothey called Chriſt the Carpenter ; but they did not 
know that he was to build up the fallen houſe of Adam with his 
power and Spirit. For the Apoſtle Peter ſays, Ne are built up a 
Spiritual Heuſhold; and the Author to the Hebrews; He that buil- 
deth all things is God. And again; For he ( viz. Abraham ) looked 
for a City, whoſe Builder and Maker is God, And the Apoſtle 
Paul ſays ( ſpeaking of God and Chriſt ; After this I will return, 
and will build agam the Tabernacle of David, which is fallen down; 
end I will build again the ruines thereof, and I will ſet it up, And 
who 1 this Builder but Chriſt Feſus with his Power and Spirit? 
Apain; And now Brethren, I commend you to God, and to the word 
of his Grace, which is able to build you up, and to give = an In- 

| eritance 
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beritance among all them which are ſanitified. And the Lord ſpake 
by the Prophet 1/aiah concerning Chriſt, and faid ; Is it a light 

thing, that thou ſhouldſt be my Servant toraiſe #p the Tribes of Jacob, 
and to reſtore the -preſerved of Iſrael ? I will alſo give thee for a 
' Light to the Gentiles, that thou mayſt be my Salvation to the ends of 
the Earth. Again: And who is he that ſhall build up the waſte pla- 
ces, and raiſe up the foundation of many Generations, and 1s called 
the Repairer of the Breach, and t he Reſtorer of Paths to dwell in? 

And when the Dewi/ Tempted Chriſt, and ſhewed him all the 

Kingdoms of the World, and the Glory of them, and ſaid to him, 

All theſe things will I give thee, if thou wilt fall down, and Worſhip 

»7e. But Chritt ſaid unto the Serpenr, Get thee behind me Satan. lt 

ſeems he was got betore him, and ſhewed him the Glory of the 

World,which he wouid have given Chrilt, it he would have fallen 

down and Worſhipped the Devil, in whom there is no Truth, 

But Chriſt ſays : The Devil was a Murtherer from the beginning, 

and abode not in the Truth, becauſe there is no Truth in him : When 

he ſpeaks a Lye, he ſpeaks of his own, and is the Father of it. So it 

was not like for Chriſt the Truth to bow to and Worſhip him, 1n 

whom there 15 no "Truth. 

Now what is the Glory of the World ? John faith ; Lowe not the 
World nor the things that are im the World : If any man love the 
World, the Love of the Father is not in him. Fur all that is in the 
World, the Luſt of the Fleſh, the Luſt of the Eye, an4 the pride of Life 
is not of the Father, but of the World, And theWorld faſſeth away, 
and the Luſt thereef ;, but he that duth the IWill of God, abideth for 
ever. 

Now you ſec here, what is of the Horld, and what is its Glory, 
which the Dewil that overcame Adam and Eve by his Lies in tel- 
' ling them they ſhould be as Gods, if they Gid eat that which God* 
had forbidden. He ſet upon Chriſt the Truth ; but as Chriſt ſays, 
He found nought in him. Now the Glory of the World (which is 
the Luſt of the Fleſh, the Luſt of the Eye, and the Pride of Life, 
with the Pomps and Vanities of the World, which are not of God 
the Father, but of the Devil, which he had begotten in the King- 
doms of the World, and which was their Glory, who diſobeyed 
God:) 'This Glcry of the World the Devil would have given to 
Chriſt, who is the Life and the Truth, if he would* bave fallen 
down, and Worſhipped him, to wit, the Devi, in whom there 1s

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»o Truth. But Chriſt the Truth bruiſeth the Serpents head, and 
deſtroys the Devil and his Works. 

And Chriſt ſet up a Worſhip in the Holy Spirit of God, and in 
the Truth which the Dews/ 15 out of ; for there is »o Truth*in him, 
as Chriſt faith. So they that Worſhip God in his Spirit and Truth, 
Worſbip in that which the Devil is out of, and is not in him,r.either 
can he get into it. And therefore that which is of the Devil, who 
is out of the Truth, the Glory of the World, which the Devil would 
have given to Chriſt, if he would have Worſhipped him, is thar, 
which isnot of the Father, but of himſelf, rhe Luſt of the Fleſh, 
the Luft of the Eye, and the Pride of Life, which paſſes away. For 
God Almighty Created all things ; and the Earth is the Lords, and 
the fulneſs thereof ; and he gives the increaſe. So the Glory of all 
the Creatures and the Glory of all the Creation is the Lords, and 
he doth beautify them. For the Devil could not give- Chriſt the 
Glory of a Thiſtle, the Glory of a Nettle, nay, not the Glory of any 
IVeed, for theſe are the Lords with the Earth and theFulneſs theres 
of ; and the Glory of all his Creation is the Lords, who is God in 
Heaven and in the Earth to be ſerved, and Worſhipped above all. 

And Chriſt ſaith, For Iſay unts you, that Solomon in all his Gleo- 
ry was not arayed like one of theſe Lillies : So-it is God that aray- 
eth the Lillies with Glory, that doth exceed Solomon in all his 
Glory, And Jeſus Chriſt, who is a greater than Sclomon, hath ſpo- 
ken it, by whom all things were made and Created, who is grea- 
ter than Solomon, and whoſe Glory exceeds all the Glory of the 
Creatures in the Creation, who 4 the brightneſs of - Gods Glory, and 
the expreſs Image of bis ſubſtance, upbolding all things by the word of 
his Power, by whom all things were made, who 1s glorified with 
the Father with the ſame Glory that he had with him before the 
world began, and before the Creatures were made, and their Glo- 


7 here you ſee the Glory of Chriſ#, and the Glory of Solomon, 
and the Glory of the Arayed Lilly, which was. beyond all Solo- 
mons Glory, for the Lilly was Arayed by. the Lord. But the Glo- 
7y of Chriſt is beyond the Glory of the Lilly, and the Glory of the 
whole Creation, as-is ſaid before. 

And likewife here you may ſee the Glory of the Kingdoms of 
the World, which the Devil would have given to Chriſt, which he 
had begorten mn the Sons and Daughters of Adam and Eve, who 
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diſobeyed God ; which he would have given to Chriſtif he would 
have fallen down and worſhipt him ; which Pomp and Glvzp 
of the W9;id is the Tuff ot the Fieſf, the Luſt of the Ene, 
and the p2ide of Lite, which is not of God the Father that ſent 
Chriſt. 'Therefore Chriſt came not into the world with any of the 
Pcmps and Glozy, neither would he have any of them, when 
the Devilproffer'd them to.bim; for he came to deſtroy,and bruiſe 
his head ; and teſtified againſt the world, hat their works were 
Evil; and therefore he was-not like to receive that which was not 
of his Father ( nor none of his works,for that he teſtified againſt, 
but of the God of this World, which lies in Wickedneſs, and of 
his Works, that Chriſt came to deſtroy. And fo he was not like to 

take that which he was come to deitrop, and which was not of 

his Father. Nor are his followers to receive that which is not of 

the Father, leit they worſhip the Devil, and go from Gods Holy 

Spirit an! 7T7uth, and love that which will keep the love of the 

Father out-of them. And they that walk in the 7ruth, walk in 

Chriſt Feſus. 

Now after the Lord Jeſus Chrift had gone through - all his 
Temptings, and all the Revilings and evil Speeches from the Fes, . 
Prieſts, Scribes, and Phariſees ; and even his Preaching and mani-- 
feſting himſelf to be the Sow of God by his Signs and Miracles ; | 
and when they by their wicked Tongues defired the Murtherer,, 
and by wicked Hands had Crucihed the Lord of Life (who were. 
in the Murthering Spirit, and Luſts and Pomps of the World) Fo-- 
ſeph of Arimathea a Counſellor (a good man, and juſt, who bad. 
not conſented to the Counſel and Deeds of the Jews, who alſo 
himſelt waited for the Kingdom of God) went to Pilate,and beg'd 
the Bodp of J:cſug, which they had Crucified berwixt-tw3 
Thieves. And Joſeph took it down, and w2apt it in a 
Linnen Cloth, and ſaid it in a Sepulchre, that was- 
hcwen in Stone, wherencver Wan lay' befoze. So you 
don't read here, that Chriſt bad ſo much as a Coffin, ae Foſeph, 
7aceb”s Son had,Gen. 50. 26. . 

So you ſee what entertainment the: Lord of Glory had, when. 
he came into the world, a AÞanger inſtead of a Cradle : And: 
when he went out of the world, the Scripture doth not ſay, he had. 
fo much asa Colfiy.. Foſephof Arimathea wrapt his Body in Lin=- 
nen, and Jaid 1t..in a Sepulchre in a Garden, And you mt" = 
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Crucify him, Crucitp him. And though Nicodemus, and 
ſome of the Women did come, and brought their Myrrhe and o- 
ther Spices, as the manner of the Fews is to bury, yet when he went 
out of the world,he was buried by Foſeph of Arimathea a Counlel- 
lor, to fulfil rhe Scripture, which ſays, he made his Grave 
with the Krich; but doth not ſay, that he had ſo much as a 
Coffin wich a White and a biack Cloth upon ir. 

So you may ſee here, our Lord and Saviour the Son of God, the 

King of Kings, and Lord of Lords, who hath all Power in Heaven 
andEarth givcn unto him he was not carried to hisSepulchre with a 
Gilded Coffin, with a great white and black Cloth: over 
it, with Arms or TG upon tit, and a many 
Prieſts and People following mn black Clotks,ard black 
Scarts on tyeir Yats, pzetending mouriiitig, and have 
Go!ldca Kings given to them, and Twigs of fioſcmary in 
their haiids, and ringing of Bells, which is morelike going 
to a IVedding than to a Burping,in thePomp and Glory of the 
World. Burt inſtead of- that, Chriſt had a company of Mockers; 
yea, the Chief-1riefts, Scribes and Elders mocks him, ſaying ; If be 
is the Son of Goa, let him come down from the Croſs, and we will 
believe him ; he truſted in God, let him deliver him now, if he will 
bawve him ; for he ſaid, I am the Son of God : He ſaved others, him- 
ſelf be cannot ſave. See what Blaſphemy 1s here againſt God and his 
Son by Jews and the Prieſts, who in words proteſt God and the 
Meſſias to come ; but in Life and Works denied them both. Fur he 
that denieth the Son, hath not the Father ; but he that acknow- 
ledges the Son, hath the Father alſo. Let that therefore abide in you, 
which you have heard from the beginning, If that which you kave 
heard from the beginning, ſhall remain in you, ye alſo ſhall continue 
in the Son, and inthe Father, &c. 

And all you that ſay, That we Burp like Dogs, becas/e 
that we have not ſuperfiuons and needleſs things upon our Coth1,and 
@ white and black Cloth with Scutcheons, and do not go in Black, 
end havg Scarfs upon our Hats, and white Scarts over our Shoul- 
ders. ard g:ve gold Rings, and have ſprigs of Roſemary in our 
bands, and Ring the Bells. How dare you ſay that we Bury 
our People like Dogs. becauſe we cannot Bury them after the 
vain Pomps and Glory of the world ? whereas ye do not read,that 
Chriſt the Prince of Life, our Lord and Saviour had any - theſe 

; things, 
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things, neither when he came into the world, nor when he went 
out of the world ; and refuſed the Pomp and Glory of the world, 
when the Devil tempred him with ir, 

Now all People, come to learn of Chrift, who hath enlightned 
you with the Lifein himſelf, and believe in it, that you may be- 
come Children of the on : For Grace and Truth is come by Fe- 
ſus into your hearts and Inward parts, that with, his Grace and 
Truth you may learn of Chriſt, who is meek and bow in the heart, 
and follow him, who is not of this world, and hear his voice, and 


he will lezd you into the Paſtures of Life, He that came into the * 


world not with any Pomp, nor Luft, nor Glory of the world, nei- 
ther did hego out of the world with the Glory, Pomp or Luſt of 
the world (as is aid before) who was not of the world ; who is 
the Prince of Lifeand Peace. And therefore follow not the Pomps 
or Glory of the world at your Childrens coming into the wk ; 
nor breed them up in the Pomps and Glory of the world. the time 
while they live, noruſe them at going forth out of the world ; but 
follow Chriſt Jeſus, who is not of the world ; who is your Redeem- 
er, your Saviour, your Way, your Truth and Life, your Biſhop, 
your Shepherd, your Prieſ?, your Prophet,and let him rulein your 


hearts by Faith, who will give you lite abundantly, who is from . 


above, and not from belovs. "That you may be built upon him 
the living Rock, and Foundation of God that ſtands ſure ; Ames, 
Amen, faith my Soul,
